The president of the Donnrr Foundation, which helped to subsidise the Temple 
of Understanding and the American Foreign Service Association, Is Frnnklyn 
Johnson, formerly a desk officer at CIA and later a CIA consultant. 

The executive director of the Temple of Understanding la Finley Peter Dunne 
Jr., whose father waa the creator of “Mr. Dooley." the comical and loveable Irish 
barkeeper wbo was a well-known Actional character In stories at the turn of the 
century. The latnrt new* bulletin produced by Middlesex, a private preparatory 
school for boy* In Concord. Mam. which was Dunne's alma mater, proudly de¬ 
scribe* his activities as general chairman of the "Spiritual Summit Conference" 
In Ihtrjeellng last October. The confer**)ce. sponsored by the Temple of Under¬ 
standing. brought together Christians- Buddhists. Moslems. Confudonlsts. Hindus 
and Jew*.
